The plain isa wonderfal county of air 
i line roads, where there is neither hill nor 
‘ hollows to say the directness of your inten- 
‘tion nay. I know now that no words can de- 
scribe it, no language picture it, or even sug- 
gest it to the mind and imagination of one 
who has never seen it. The sea—we get an 
idea of it from pictures and descriptions, we 
hardly know when ; we have always known 
through poets and painters, and pieced out 
by the hindred appearance of lakes and 
rivers something of what the sea would be 
like. 

But a picture of a dead level would not 
suggest the plain, with its strange charm, 
its hundreds of allurements, its caprices 
and vagaries, its softness and sweetness and 
terror. 

Riding out onto this plain for the first 
time—espécially to one who has always 
dwelt among mountains—is like being sud- 
denly turned loose out of time and space into 
eternity and infinity. So unspeakably vast 
is it, a0 imperious! 
fancy and command away your imagination 
that they fly outin every direction and leave 
you in a sort of pleasant daze. 

The everlasting sketches 
out on every hand, their un 
lying upon them hke a _ Not any 
tree or bush, no little hill or hollow, no- 
where the smallest evasion or reservation— 
the eye is in free command of all ; yet no- 
where that I have ever been is there so 
ever-present a sense of mystery. The mys- 
teries of the mountains are the mysteries 
of a nature that conceals itself from you, 
but the mystery of the plains is the pro- 
found, unseizable mystery of the frank and 
candid nature that reveals everything. 

It isa wonder show, a ride across the 
plains, They are onlya vast level of soft 
green-brown earth, infinite sweeps of short, 
fine grass ; but on this open stage the wiz- 
ards of sun, air and rain can juggle till the 
most trusted of your five senses is ready to 
go out on a strike. 


THE MIRAGE OF THE PLAINS,

Harvey 
Copp and the hunters do not speak very 
highly of the seamanship of these’ men, and 
had it not been for them they would prob- 
ably not have reached port in safety. 
Capt. Copp says that he received very fair 
treatment at the hands of the Captuin of 
the Zabiaka, although the men did not 
much appreciate the food they received, as 
it consisted of soup with meat in it and rye 
bread, all sitting round the pot and scoop- 
ing into it with their spoons, the food being 
the same as the other sailors had. On ar- 
riving at Petropauloisky they were detain- | 
ed there a week, and during that time they | 
were allowed 15 kopecks per day for each 
man, which Capt. Copp received from the | 
Governor, who did not treat him with much | 
courtesy, and even the Russian interpreter | 
did not like to translate all the expressions | 
he used. The fifteen kopecks were equal | 
to about seven cents, and thus an idea can 
be formed of the amount each could pur- 
chase. 
‘While at Petropaulofaky two other Rus- 
sian cruisers arrived in port, on one of 
which was the Admiral of the squadron. 
Capt. Copp had asked the captain of the 
Zabiaka, to be allowed to return to Van- 
couver in the Vanconver Belle, even if he 
had to give up the skins, but this he said | 
was out of his power.

The beef and pork were bad/ 
and had to be thrown overboard, / 
and the rye bread, wiich was about as hard | 
as a stone, and black tea, samples of which 
were shown a representative of the News- 
Advertiser, constituted the principal items 
on their menu. The stores of the Vancouver 
Belle had been nearly exhausted, as they | 
had just about enough to take them home 
when they were captured. By strict econ- 
omy they managed to make this scanty al- 
lowance of provisions eke ont till they ar- 
rived in port, although they had short ra- 
tions for the last few days, and were all 
ravenously hungry when they got here. 
They started for home on Angust 22nd, 
having been in Petropaulofsky for a week. 
Fortunately they were favored with fair 
weather the whole way across, and made 
the trip in 30 daya, as if they had encounter- 
ed a gale they would probably never have 
survived

16 
statute miles to the inch, the various nations 
to take part in the production of the. ma 
The proposition-was favorably entertained, 
and # committee was appointed to take 
steps for its realization.

BUNTING TIGERS. 


The Methods Used by Sportimenin India. 


The only two methods of tiger-hunting 
that are — really here are “ net.- 
ting,” and sitting up all-night in a tree by 
a ‘* kill” waiting for the tiger to return for 
his food. Almost all sportamen have tried 
this latter, and generally been disappointed, 
as | was in another part of India, and have 
always solemnly vowed that each occasion 
should be their very last, only to be found 
at it again on the very next opportunity. 
Seme really like this solitary watching, but 
it has very many drawbacks to its enjoy. 
ment. Several. Indian sportemen, who 
have killed their ferty or fifty tigers, have 
told me they had been nearly always un- . 
successful with it. It is Very wearisome 
work sitting from about 4 e’clock in the 
afternoon until day break next day, 
always on the alert to see something 
that does not come ; and with the darkness 
mosquitoss come in quantities, and perhaps 
& scorpion will ferret you ut, or, worse 
than all, you may be visited by the red ant. 
It is very uncertain when a tiger will return 
to the * kill.” He may do so as early as 3 
or 4 or netat all, often being frightened 
away, perbaps by some unforseen circam- 
stance.” The slighte:t rustle will make 
him stop, and oace his suspicions are arona- 
ed he will not venture near. To shoot him 
on foot by atalking is an impossibility. The 
sportsmen will occasionally come upon a 
tiger when after other game, and may 
then have a chance of a shot, If there are 
a fow men who keep together, a tiger even 
if wounded, will think twice before charg- 
ing into the middle of them, and. will 
ways shirk the last ten or fifteen feet. None 
but the most foel-hardy or utterly ignorant 
weuld venture to fellow a wounded tiger 
into a long grass or very ciose cover, where 
it has every advan aud the huster may 
be seized before he - time to raise his 
rifle. One of the tiger’s greatest aids in his 
a:tacks is his voice, the sudden coughing 
roar ef which is paralyzing to the cvolest, 
and of course for a certaia shot the nerves 
must be ney steady with ‘no flinch- 
ing.” —{Harper’s Magazioe.

As converters of raw materials into Rnish- 
ed products, tor the service of man, the 
farmer and the manufacturer are engaged 
in what is fundamentally the same occu- 
pation. 

There are however broad distinctions 
between the conditions under which farm 
and factory industries are carried on 
Those conditions seriously affect the position 
of the farmer asa tax payer to the State. 
Those circumstances have, we believe, not 
been sufficiently considered in framing our 
present tiscal system of, ‘‘ Protection to 
native industries.”

It 
has raised a business question which 
may find its way into the courte for 
settlement. A trade paper of Montreal 
has taken the matter up and comments 
as under on the ease :— The Provincial 
Government immediately stepped in and 
declaring that his whole stock was: in- 
fected, ordered it to be burnt, which 
was duly done. Now the queetion has 
arisen, who has to pay for the burnt 
goode? The unfortunate man was in 
quite a solyent or even prosperous con- 
dition, his stock being worth $9,000 
and good book debts another $3,000, 
making total assets of $12,000, while 
his liabilities were only $4,500. Not 
only has the stock itself been entirely 
destroyed, but hie business books were 
also burnt and thus the record of his 
outstanding debts is Jost and it will’ be 
difficult, if not impossible, to recover 
them. The creditors naturally object 
to seeing the assets which would have 
more than satisfied their claims, swept 
away, and that in such a way that they 
bear the whole taxation of a public 
good. ‘But even more sad and desery- 
ing of sympathy is the -case of the 
* 1.3 widow, who is not only suddenly 
deprived of the bread winner, but 
sees her little property swept ruth- 
lessly away, while sho herself has to 

ay for a public benefit, The case has 
ede laid, so it is stated, before the pro- 
vincial Government, but they decline 
tarecoup the widow or the creditors 
for the destroyed goods, claiming that 
asthe goods were infected they were 
unsaleable, and therefore valueless. But 


this is not correct with a good propor: | 


tion of the stock, as both dry goods and 
books could have been effectively fumi- 
gated and disinfected, at » comparative- 
ly small cost. If the action of the Gov- 
ernment reste on grounds of public wel- 


| fare, then the public ought to pay the 


costs. It alnioat seems as if the action 
of the Government was illegal, as all 
that is generally permitted is the right 
to insist upon street fumigation.

Storing Green Clover in Barns. 


There is some risk in storing green clover 
hay in a bara, it being almost — to 
shutaway the air from the vides of the 

jmow, and unless this is done the clover 
| heata. The escaping air inviting the en- 
trance of tresh air from the outside a cur- 
rent is established, slow combastion pro- 
vided for, and the clover ‘ burns out just 
as a heap of horse manure is fire-fanged. To 
cure clover in a mow without previous wilt- 
| ing to evaporate part at least of the sap in 
it, cn & tight mow that is‘a close ap- 
roach to a silo, so that the air canmot come 
inat the sides and bottom. Without o 
fresh supply of oxygen, there can be’ no 
combustion of the clover. The fermentation 
ceases, which with a supply of fresh air, 
would go on until the clover was a charred 
mass, 

To get the best reaulte, the clover mow 
should be boarded close on the sides and 
floor, ‘The cut clover should be as clear of 
rain, or dew, as possible, and evenly spread 
over the mow. 
loads of the clover is in, make the tep of the 

| mow as level as possible and then roll strips 
of tarred “~— over the surface, lapping 
the strips, 
ge and scatter on the remaining loads 
or weight. A layer of boards will be as 
effectual as the paper. The object of this 
| layer of boards, or paper, is to prevent the 
escape of the heated air, and if the air is 
imprisoned in the clover, there will be no 
entrance of fresh air from the outside. In 
the silo, where the walls are higher than the 
silage, the air that falls upon the surface is 
met by the ascending current and only a 
few surface inches of the silage are affected. 
In the row where the’ sides are somewhat 
open the entrance of air, can be prevented 
toa greatextent by checking the egress 
from the top of the heated air, This is ac- 
complished by the lightly weighted cover. 

With old hay at command, to alternate 

the layers of green clover with other 
| layers of the hay, using about a third as 
much as clover, is a good plan. In curing 
the escaping dampness of the green clover 
is se by the old hay. In rakin 
clover for hand pitching, it is not generally 
known that it is a great saving-of “ back- 
bone” to rake the field twice. If one has 
two horse-rakes, one may follow the other, 
and pull the windrow along afew feet. This 
rakes up the clover that was left untouch- 
jed at the bottom of the windrow, loosens 
|up the bunch, and makes the pitching easy 
with no sticking of the ground.

Protection from Untimely Frosts. 


A very slight frost is often the cause of 

; much loss to the farmer. The warm, grow- 
| ing weather is interrupted by a cold wave 
which lowers the temperature to very near 
the freezing point. A caim, cloudless night 
| allows so much heat to escape from the air 
around the plants that the crops are frozen, 
If the crops could be protected during this 
one short freeze, it would be safe to plant 
them in the earliest warm spring weather, 
| and much profit could be gained during the 
| late warm weather in the fall.

But there will be very few 
persons to complain beosuse of this change. 

One important result of the comparative 
decrease in the number of marriages is to 
swell the numbers of workers in every trade 
and business open to women. In compara- 
tively a few years they have entered such 

fessions as law and medicine, and have 
lien to compete with men in nearly every 
branch of bosness. There are over 2,000, - 
060 women in the Umited States earning 
their living in that way, beside the vast 
army employed in mechanical labor and as 
clerks in stores, etc. This serves to make 
women more independent and less willing 
to accept undesirable husbands. In that 
way it increases the number of unmarried 
men ;and in fact this very change has prob- 
ably had a good deal to do with the increase 
in the number of bachelors. It has not been 
altogether due to the unwillingness of young 
men to marry. Philip Gilbert Hammerton, 
who has studied the question thoronghly in 
France ascribes the + ane in marriages 
there to the greater difficulties now experi- 
enced in maintaining a wife in a satisfactory 
style aa compared with former times. The 
same thing is unquestionably true of the 
United States. The modern style of living 
demands more than young men as a rule 
can afford in the way of maintainmg a wife. 
Hence they delay entering the marriage 
state, or put it off altagether. The only 
remedy seems to be a return to a more 
simple and less exponsive manner of living. 
There is no probabilsty that this will be done. 
Hence the next censas is likely to show a 
continued increase in the number of unmar- 
ried in comparison with the population. It 
is no doubt an evil; but apparently an in- 
curable one,

He is « well-known Englishman who 
is interested in Canada and came up to the 
capital yesterday, and in the courré of con- 
versation with your correspondent repeated 
partof what theC, P. R. magnate told him 
was the chief mission he had in Eng- 
land, from which it appears that Mr. Van 
Horne arranged for a fast Atlantic steam- 
ship line to be in operation in two years to 
Quebec. ‘It will,” said Mr. Van Horne, 
‘be a purely passenger line, as the rate of 
speed at which the steamers will run will 
preclude the carriage of a paund of freight.” 

He added: ‘* The steamers will ran in 
connection with the C. P. R. across the 
continent. They will cross from land to 
land in one hour less thar three days, and 
land passengers at Quebec in five days. We 
will therefore be able to take a great deal 
of American travel away from New York. 
In fact we must doso, They will see the 
advantage of using our fast line of steamers 
and throngh line ef railway when we shew 
them that we can land a Chicago ocean 
voyager at hisown deor in the same time 
it wonld take other lines to land him in 
New York. That will be at least an ad- 
vantage of twenty-four hours. The advan- 
tage to the ocean passenger of being on the 
= sean only three days will attract 
thousands to the Quebec ronte.” Mr, 
Van Horne ‘also dwelt on the advantages 
to England offered by fast time on a through 
route from Great Britain to India via the 
fast Atlantic service, the C. P. R. transcontin- 
ental line and the O.V.R. Pacific steamers 
to the enst, He also thinks that the Cana- 
dian government will increase the annual 
subsidy from half a million dollars to a 
million, erat least that was the impression 
Mr. Van Horne’s view left upon his tellow- 
passenger's mind, IS would seem from all 
this that the Dominion government has left 
to Mr. Van Horne and the C.P.R to accom- 
plish what it failed to do. Three or four 
years the government adveriimed for 
tenders for a fast mail service, but the sub- 
sequent negotiations fell through.

right of genius grandly exerted to win as 
secure @ place in the hearts of the people as 
America’s recent dead or the master 
upon whose placid brow will ever reat 
laurel wreath of the Victoriaa age. 

The —— is expecially a time for mem- 
Fetrospection. The dying century 
itself will coon pass into history, and before 
‘the growing music of nineteen hundred be- 
gins tu inthrall us, and lead our thoughts 
and affections out to the new era with all 
the high achievements and great} eventa it 
will bring, it is well, perhapa, for a time to 
take note of the past. The number of % 
men who,within the last few years, have 
fallen asleep before their century closed, in- 
evitably — the query whether the 
present numbers as many whose renown 
will be prolonged as surely as that of many 
who have recently left us.

MIGHTY VOLOANIO ERUPTIONS. 


Cleadsof Fire and Becks Parken the Sky 
“Am Active Crater ¢@ an Aleutian Isl- 
“hnd. Alaska. 


A Seattle Wash., despatch says :— A 
volcanic eruption took place on one of the 
Aleutian Islands, Alaska, on Aug. 28. Its 
exact location is not known as its full ef- 
fects will probably not be heard of until 
some Government vessel examines and makes 
a report on the circumstances, Black Poak, 
amoantain of great height between Chignik 
Canneries, Aleutian Islands and Oonangas- 
hik, a station of the Alaska Commercial 
Company, issupposed to be the volcano from 
which the eruptions took place. A letter 
just received from Sand Po:nt, through the 
courtesy of Capt. Miner, of the schooner 
ae Dennis,” gives in substance all that 
is not known of the eruption. The letter is 
from Capt Olsen, schooner “Clara,” former- 
ly “‘Ethel,” of San Diego. Captain Olsen 
says : ‘On Sunday, August 28, the “Clara” 
was lying at anchor in Chignik Bay, abreast 
of the canneries. We perceived a most 
beautiful cloud, for such we took it to be, 
arise. It first made its appearance at six 
o'clock in the morning. yaelf, the crew, 
and the people on shore all wondered what 
the meaning could be. It rose etraight 
into the air from behind the moun- 
taina in the south-west till at an 
angle of about’ 36 degrees, when it lost its 
beautiful color, which was as blue as blue 
could be, and seemed to burst lightly. It 
so remained until afternoon, when it got 
perfectly black... The barometer was all the 
tame steady at 30 degrees, and we expected 
a fearful gale from the southwest, from 
which direction the wind was blowing a 
nice breeze, otherwise a beautiful day. 
About eleven o'clock the earth was shaken 
heavily. Accompanying the shock were 
thunder and lightning, which continued all 
that day andall the evening. Monday morn- 
ing when I came on deck my mouth and 
nose were filled with some stuff that fell 
heavy and thick about us. The air itself 
was full of sulphuremoke, which was per- 
meating to the cabin. The decks were 
cov with fully two inches of black sand 
and nothing could be cooked because of it. 
It penetrated everywhere. The schooner 
as Nellie,” of Sand Point, coming from Voss- 
nessensky, reported that the storekeeper, 
N. Zwain, saw rocks thrown in the air on 
the day of the eruption at an angle of about 
twenty degrees in the direction ef Andover, 
Portage ~y. 7 acemed to be a mass 
of fire and flame. The Alaska Commercial 
Company's steamer ‘‘ St. Paul ” also receiv- 
ed showers of sand 250 miles off shore that 
day. She must have been between Port 
Molle- and Behring Sea and the Chignik 
canneries,

To Protect the Game. 


The credit system is at last receiving The Ontario Covernment taking 


the attention of the people of the Conti- | 


nent, and the question has been before 
the American Farmer's Alliance. In 
the opimion of the Alliance, “steps 
should be taken to abolish all laws which 
provide a means for the collection of 
debte” and sc do away with the giving 
of credit for what people require to buy. 
The etorekeepere would themselves feel 
it to be a relief if they had some such 
excuse at hand for declining to pive 
credit, peatered to death as so many of 
them are to hand over goods to people 
who they are morally certain will never 
pay for them if they can by any means 
get ont of it. 

The Toronto “ World” entirely favors 
the proposal of abolishing all lawe for 
the collection of debt, and in speaking 
of the action of the Alliance, says there 
is philosophy in the argument that the 
public, not being taken into negotiations 
preceding the contraction of a debt, 
ought not to be called on to compel its 
payment. Why should those of us, for 
example, who pay our butcher's bills 
and store accounts’ be obliged to help 
in the maintenance of courts, judges 
and Jegal machinery to compel payment 
by those who do not? Or look at it in 
another way. Why should merchants 
and storekeepers expect this legal mach- 
inery to be maintained for the collection 
of debts in the contraction of which the 
rest of us were not consulted and which 
they acted solely on their own judgment 
in allowing to be contracted! 


Tt may be said that euch a reform 
would be a blow at the whole credit 
system. And no doubt it would. But 
would anyone be any the worse? 
Would not, indeed, everybody be yery 
much the better if the whole credit sys- 
tem, as applied to the running of emall 
debts, were done away with? As it is at 
present, the man who pays is obliged to 
pay his proportions of the man who does 
not, Why should he! The fact is 
thus dealors often grant credit when they 
should not, and when they would not if 


the law did not stand behind them to 
enforce their claim. They would be the 


greatest gainers if the credit system were 
done away with.

A Creditable Report. 


The Ontario gjves the following re- 
port of the County Jail for the past 
year :— 

Jailer Appleby to-day sent off his re- 

ort for the year ending Sept. 30th. 

r. Appleby has the reputation of being 
the most efficient jailer in Ontario and 
the manner in which he conducted tho 
jail this year is only another proof of 
that fact. During the year there were 
committed to the goal 138 prisoners— 
137 males 21 females. This is a de— 
crease of 24 from the previous year 
when there was committed 192 prison- 
ers. The number under 16 years of 
age were 15 males and 5 females ; of the 
number committed 128 males and 16 
females were there for the first time. 
The number of lunatics committed dur- 
ing the year was exceeding large, in 
fact the largest in the history of the 
institution : there was 20, viz, 18 males 
and 2 females. Of this unfortunate 
class one died whilst confined there. 
The number sentenced to various terms 
of imprisonment were in Central prison 
9 ; Penitentiary 4 ; and Reformatory 10. 
The health of the prisoners during the 
year was good. Two deaths occurred, 
one stated above, the other wae an aged 
person, The nationalities of the prison- 
ers were ae follows: Canadians, 107 ; 
English, 18 , Irish, 27 ; Seotch, 4 and 
other countries 4. Of the number who 
were committed ‘there 75 who could 
neither read nor write. The number 
of temperate prisoners was 87, and in- 
tem 73. The lowest number con- 
fined in goal at any time was 8. The 
principal offences for which prisoners 
were committed were: Arson, 2; As- 
sault,12; burglary, 2; drunks, 18; 
fraud, 7 ; horse stealing, 2 ; larceny, 30; 
man-slaughter, 1] ; perjury, 3; rape, 4; 
¥v ts, 40. All provisions are sup- 
plid by tender. The daily cost of 
rations for each prisoner per 
64 cents. The food, clothing 
during the year cost $800.

The accident had been seen by other 
skaters, and in a comparatively shert time 
the man was brought from under the ice.

Extreme 
remedies were applied, and he was at last 
resutcitated. In describing his sensations 
during the few moments that intervened 
between his plange into the water and his 
— tho ineenaibility of death, he 
says there was nothing horritke or terrify- 
ing. There was the first quick shock of 
the cold water and a realizataon of the die 
aster, © momentary etruggle for breath, and 
them came # dreamy state, of which he only 
remembers that it was a sweet relief from 
the straggle and a pleasurable drifting into 
Nirvana : 

“The knowledge that I have thus once 
experienced in my own _ exactly what 
death is, and tried it tully, has had a great 
deal to do, I think, with my utter physical 
indifference to it. I know how it feels; 
and, though it is mementarily uncomfort- 
able, 1t isn’t half #o bad as breaking your 
arm of bavinga tooth drawn. In tact, the 
actual dying itself, as dying, is quite pain- 
less ; as painless as falling asleep.” 

The fear of death, natural to humanity, 
is nature's provision for the preservation of 
life; but that natural fear has been incalcul+ 
ably increased by grisly tales of grewsome 
horror found at every hand in every age, 
and all, it would seem, sheer imagination ; 
as where Milton tells that ‘Death grinn’d 
horrible, a ghastly smile,” and all “Hell 
trembled at the hideous name,”’ But such 
real knowledge as we have on the subject 
shows that ‘‘man makes a death that na- 
ture never make,” and that the fear of 
dying is death's most awful feature, if not 
indewd its only terror.

A Chelera Incident. 


The part that fear has played in epidem- 
ics will never probably be known, although 
iva share has undoubtedly heen considerable, 
It cannot be reduced to a scientific quantity, 
but every well-informed physician knows 
that it has added a percentage to the num- 
ber of deaths during the prevalence of a dis- 
ease. People ordinarily well-poised will be 
affected by euch apprehensions, and insenai- 
bly add to the severity of an epidemic. 
There is no better way to stay such sense- 
less panics than by the spread of full and 
accurate information. This is what Dr. 
Louis A. Sayre tries to do in an article in 
Forum for Uctober on “Cholera: the Lesson 
of Preceding Epidemics.” Dr. Sayre was 
formerly resident physician of New York, 
and can therefore speak by authority on the 
subject of cholera and the means of pre- 
venting its spread. His teatimeny is decis- 
ive on the point that it can be kept out of 
a country, a community or @ household if 
enly proper precautions are taken. The 
proof Dr. Sayre brings to support his i 
tien is overwhelming. The story he relates 
of the intreauction of cholera into this coun- 
try in 1848 is to the point. It appeared on 
board of two emigrant ships sailing from 
Europe to America, one of which was bound 
for New York and the other for New Or. 
leans. The first ship was sixteen days out 
from Havre before cholera made its appear- 
ance on board, a time much beyond the peri- 
od allowed for the development of the dis. 
ease. Its appearance then isamply explained 
by the fact that a German emigrant, who 
had come from a place where the cholera 

revailed, opened « chest of clothing, which 
had belonged to a person who had died of 
the disease, in order to get some extra wra 
when the weather became cold on the At- 
lantic Ocean, 

The ship wes held at quarantine and the 
epidemic, from it did not reach New York 
City. But New Orleans, the descination of 
the other infected ship instanced by. Dr. 
Sayre, was net so fortunate. The ship had 
heer out twenty-seven days when cholera 
appeared, and it was traced directly to the 
opening of boxes containing infected cloth- 
ing, such clothing having remained packed 
until the ship reached a warm latitade, 
where thin-apparel was needed. The quar- 
antine at New Orleans was not efficient 
enough to — the disease out, and the bad 
sanitary conditions there were exactly 
suited to its development. It became - 
demic in that city and spread into the 
Mississippi Valley, reaching Chicage five 
months after its introduction into New (Or- 
leans.

On ene occasion the voleano of Skap- 
tar Jokull poured out stream of lava which, 
flowing imto the bed of the river, dried it 
up. The flowing lava followed the bed of 
the river until it came toa lake, which it 
filled up, and, soon after, it reached a tre- 
mendous abyss over which a magnificent wa. 


terfall had formerly plunged. Here, too, | 


the lava took the place of water, and formed 
& cataract of fire which mast have been a 
grand and awful sight. 

Of course all volcanoes are not of the same 
age. Many have. been formed within the 
last few centuries, and we have descriptions 
of several from eye-witnesses who watched 
their formation. 

About the middle of the last century there 
lived on the elevated plain of Malpais, in 
Mexico, » planter by name of Jorullo 
(pronounced Ho-reol-yo). All had gone 

eng quietly enongh in that neighborhood 
up to June, 1759, when, under the plain, 
were heard terrible subterranean noises. 
Then earthquakes followed, and continued 
for two montha, and presently the greund 
burst open, a terrific eruption took . lace, 
and a volcano was farmed upen Senor Jo- 
rullo’s plantation, When Humboldt visited 
the spot about forty years afterward, he 
found, in addition to the principal volcano, 
an immense number of little oven-like vents 
scattered over the plain, and still hot and 
amoking. 

Just to the north of Naples in Italy is the 
beautiful bay of Bais, on which anciently 
atood a little town called Tripergola. In the 
years 1537 and 1538 a great many earth- 
quakes were felt in the vicinity, but om the 
afternoon of Sunday, the 29th ef September, 
1538, fire burst out of the grownd, ashes, 
mud, and stones were hurled ont, and, in a 
single night, a volcanic mountain 440 feet 
high was thrown up, very near the town. 
Its fires speedily died out ; the Italians call 
it Monte Nuovo, or the New Mountain. 
(St. Nicholas.
